The inventions listed as Groups l-V do not relate to a single general inventive concept 
under PCT Rule 13.1 because, under PCT Rule 13.2, they lack the same or 
corresponding special technical features for the following reasons: The common 
concept among these groups is a photonic crystal fiber having voids in the outer 
cladding, which is known in the art (see Furusawa et al, "Cladding pumped Ytterbium- 
doped fiber laser with holey inner and outer cladding, Optics Express, Vol. 9, No: 13, 
pp. 714-720, which is the first non-patent literature document provided in applicant's 
IDS filed 25 August 2005). Since the common concept of the groups is known, the 
remaining special technical features are related to different technical problems and 
features resulting in lack of unity.
